when Indiana became a state in 1816, Indians still 
held the major portion of the land. The farms and vil- 
lages, scattered in the lower third of the state, were 
connected principally by the Buffalo Trace and by other 
trails leading from the Ohio to the Wabash. Just before 
the New Purchase of 1818, ‘yhetzel.'s Trace was cut by a 
group of pioneers whose work opened a way for settlers 
to come into central Indiana.* It was the "prevailing

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The suggestion that every part of Indiana was settled 
mainly by the South was resented bitterly by a histor- 
ian of the northwestern section. 

The early settlers of southern Indiana, pro- 

bably of Central Indiana, were no doubt quite 

largely from the south, and some of, them 

brought their slaves with them and held on to 

them for years; but auite surely Northern In- 

diana, and especially the northern tier of 

counties, was not settled up that way, and 

slaves, as such, could not have lived so near. 

to what was in those days the line of freedom. 

A study of the nativities of the people in four- | 
- teen counties north of the old National Road was made 
which indicated that there was a larger southern ele- 
ment than was formerly believed in that part of the 
state, but in two counties against the Michigan line 
(the northern tier) less than ten percent of the people 
were from the South in 1850. 

Most of the land south of the Wabash was opened to 
settlement by the purchase of the Indian claims at St. 
Mary's, Ohio in 1818. There was not time to fill in

Following 
the line of the Maumee and Wabash Rivers in a diagonal 
direction across the state, the canal was first opened 
to Huntington in 1835, and completed from Toledo to 
Lafayette in 1843. Construction work on the canal was 
a magnet for some, especially the Irish, and others came 
to share in the expanding trade. The settlers were 
happy to obtain transportation to market for their

The 
North Central group, most of whom were from Ohio, com- 
posed 12.8 percent. The Middle Atlantic states of few 
York, Fennsylvania and New Jersey contributed 1.7 per- 


cent. Only 1.0 percent came from the New England states.

In this state we have various phases of pudlic 
opinion; the enterprising Yankee of Northern

In 1834 Solon J. Robinson, a native of Connecticut 
who first spent a few years in Madison, Indiana, came 
to a northern county, La Porte. It was his opinion 
that the majority of the inhabitants were Yankees, and 
that evidence of the good quality of the inhabitants was 
Gombe seen in the numerous school houses and the scarcity 
of grog shops. A year later he said in a letter to the

In order to determine how deeply into the northern 
counties the southern migration weacsneaatl. and to note 
other elements of popnlation north of the old National 
Road, fourteen counties were chosen as representative of 
each part of Nie aieEeann Jay, Blackford, Allen and Noble 
were selected from the eastern elds of the state, rang- 
ing progressively northward. In the center were located 
Hancock County, east of Indianazpolis on the route of the 
National Road, and Boone and Tipton, south of the Wabash. 
North of the river were Fulton, Starke, La Porte and St. 
Joseph, the latter two against the Michigan EL eu the 
western side were Warren, Benton and Jasper counties. The 
original returns of the census of 1850 for each of the 
above counties were studied to find the birthplace of 
every inhabitant in that year.??

Between 1820 and 1850 the homes of the pioneers 
spread from the lower third to cover the entire state, 
although only a few were in the swamps and prairies 
along the northwestern side of Indiana. They used the 
rivers and Indian trails, or cut their own traces, to 
come from.the South, from Ohio, and from Pennsylvania 
and New York. To determine how many of them migrated 
into northern Indiana, and from which states they came, 
is the purpose of the following pages.

In the rolling land of eastern endian, crossed 
by streams flowing east or west, and dotted with lakes 
in the northern part, were located four of the counties, 
Jay and Allen, situated against the Ohio border, ad- 
joined respectively by Blackford and Noble. Traces - 
coning up from tne south met other traces ae the north 
at Fort jayne, formerly an old Indian town, where settle- 
ment in this area first began. Settlement took Piece 
rather unevenly. A wide range of percentages occurred 
for the same population groups and there was a surprise 
foreign element in Allen County, yet generally the 
Hoosier, Korth Central and Southern groups were larger 
in the southernmost counties than in the nortnern ones. 

The nearly level or gently rolling land of Black- 
ford County was a part of the fertile Tipton till plain.

1Onobert S. Robertson, Valley of Ofemune Upper Maumee, 
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‘cut through the woods by General Anthony Wayne because 
of military necessity. The road, “forty feet wide, all 
clear," was begun in May, 1793, from Fort Washington 
near Cincinnati to Fort Hamilton, and was extended on 
to Fort Greenville. The comment of Captain Bradley, an 
officer from Connecticut, was that it ‘will be a most 
capital thing when completed." Completion meant the 
construction of several other forts as Wayne advanced 
across the St. Mary's to the mouth of the Auglaize on 
the Maumee. About forty miles down the river, tne Sen- 
eral administered defeat to the Indians on August 20, 
1794, and then took up the line of march toward Miami- 
town. There a fort was erected in "fine meadows all | 
cleared fit for mowing, good land, well timbered with 
white oak, hickory." In October Colonel Hamtramcx 
"took possession of garrison & called it Fort Wayne." 
The return route of Wayne to Fort Washington was along 
the St. Mary's River and by way of Greenville.-—

The Southern contribution was chiefly from Virginia, 
Kentucky and Maryland. Other Southerners came from the 
states of North Carolina, Delaware, South Sarolina, 
Georgia, Missouri and Louisiena. Three and three-tenths 
percent of the population came from New England. Led by 
Vermont, all of the New England states were represented. 

In the three counties scuth of the Wabash River, 
then, there was  aveeaen: ranking of groups, similar 
percentages for each group, and likewise the largest Hoo- 
sier (56:to 57 percent) and Southern (21 to 28) elements 
to be found-in the fourteen counties. The North Central 
(10 to 1%) and Middle Atlantic (3 to 5) groups were me- 
dium to small in size, whereas the New England and foreign 
(.3 to..7) were negligible except in Hancock County. 
There the foreign group (2.7) was strengthened by the 
German settlement. 

North of the Wabash “as four counties varied in the. 
rankings of their groups, differed considerably in per- 
centages, yet had larger Middle Atlantic (14 to 25) and

of the Wabash. The New England (1 to 5) and foreign 
(1 to 7) groups, while small, were larger in La Porte 
anid St. Joseph counties than in the other twelve counties 
(except in Allen County with its 23 percent of foreign 
population). The Hoosier group (35 to Al) was smaller 
than in the southern counties, and in one instance, 
Starke County, failed to be the largest group in the 
county. The Southern element (7 to 10) decreased in 
size as the counties against the Michigan border were 
reached, 

Thus in 1850 in north central Indiana, a fertile, 
yet often a low and wet land which was penetrated by the 
Michigan oad, ananes was a Hoosier people, having a 
definite southern heritage, tempered in the northern 


part by Yankee shrewdness.

The Western Counties 


North of the 01d National Road 


Between the Iroquois and Wabash Rivers in Indiana 
there was an extension of the Grand Prairie from Ilii- 
nois. Between the Iroquois and Kankakee Rivers were low, 
wet prairies, Beaver Lake and the marshlands. In this 
vast treeless region of the prairies and excellent hunt- 
ing grounds to the north were formed the three western 
counties ,~ each bordering on the Illinois line. “Across 
the two lower counties and along the western side of 
the third ran the Chicago Road which was the main rouve 
of travel for many immigrants going to northwestern In- 
diana, or Illinois, Wisconsin and Iowa.* The settlers, 


fearing the open spaces, sought the wooded areas along

the streams of Warren and Jasper or the groves of Benton, 
but the prairied lands were taken up in generous-sized 
entries by land barons from the East.? The broad but

pioneers who settled in each of the counties varied ac- 
cording to the character of the land, but on a percent- 
age basis, the population elements ranked the same and 
in a few instances were almost identical. 

An impartial view of the prairie has been given 
by John Tipton who during the months of May, June and 
July in 1821 surveyed the Indiana-Illinois boundary line. 
One day when a heavy rain caused him and mre helpers to 
remain in camp near the Indian boundary line of 1818. 
Tipton recorded that "the prairie...is levil Beautifull 
and of the best soil and from the grove which rises a 
few feet above the common levil of the prairie the view 
is extensive and very pleasant which added to the plea- 
sant gale of wind from W & S is cool and comfortable." 

In 1838 the advantages of the prairies of tne Wa- 
bash Valley were helpfully si forth in a book by Henry > 
W. Ellsworth of Connecticut. In it he said that “thou- 
/Sandas of acres can be found, even now, as well fitted 
for producing crops as the most highly manured and rolled

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lands of the old settlements. Such is its fertility

In regard to the climate he:added that "of the 
general health of this rich valley tnere can be but one 
opinion, ie that greatly in its favor." The book was 
praised by a newspaper editor who had not seen it and 
had heard there might be “some grounds for doubting its 
impartiality,” but thought that "Mr. Ellsworth cannot 
go amiss in speaking well of the wabash Feiemio 

The broad expanse of the prairie and its native 
grass, the Vimeo, deeply impressed David Turpie who 
in 1852 was campaigning for state representative fron 
Benton and White counties. 

It was during this campaign...that I became ac- 

quainted with the prairie and its people. The 
country was very sparsely settled; there were 

few roads, and the traveler night ride for hours 

without meeting or seeing anyone; he directed

To many settlers the Grand Prairie was a “barren, 
bleak, and dreary waste," a “Lost Land,” whose princi- 
pal productions were “prairie wolves, sand-hill cranes, 
and green-head flies, To be lost on the prairie, as 
David Turpie noted, was "by no means a pleasant experi- 
ence." The discovery of the body of a minister frozen 
to death on the prairie called forth the assertion thate--

Several years later, Duncan Williams, who came to Ben- 
ton County in 1852, remembered that "it a settler should 
venture to make for himself a home out on the prairie, 
he should be watched." He added that "it would be 
whispered about underbreath that he must be guilty of. 
some crime else he would not ostracize himself by build- 
_ing a habitation on the inhospitable prairie, which it 
was thought would never be citzenized for any other 
purpose than a pasture for the woodland omer's live 
stock. 14 
After crossing the Pickamink or Iroquois River in 
1821 John Fipton noticed that generally the character 
of the prairie changed from “levil and rich" to “low and 
wet; the mile sometimes ended in a pond. He recorded 
that here was “wet prairie (through which we had to wade

Near the center of present Newton County was Bea- 
ver Lake, having an original area of eee thou- 
sand acres and a depth-of from two to six feet, 1° In 
March, 1827, when Gurdon 5. Hubbard visited the lake 
for a hunting trip he reported that "geese, ducks and 
swan were very abundant."" an Englishman, thomas Rogers 
Barker, in 1840 came to Newton County and two years 
later settled on the south shore of Beaver Lake. He 
accumulated seven hundred acres and has been called the 
Father of Newton County. Jn 1857, when the name Beaver 
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l©peport of the Geologist's Survey of 1883, quoted 
in Battey, Counties of Warren, Benton, Jasper and Newton, 
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was proposed for the new county, he suggested that it 
be changed to Newton. In the same year he also assist- 
ed in routing the outlays of Bogus Island from Beaver 
Lake .+8 

Outlaws of various description--horse thieves, 
counterfeiters, and murderers--about 1837 began to find 
the events of Beaver Lake and the marshlands of the 
Kankakee a convenient location as a base for their ac- 
tivities. The reputation of the region was widespread. 
William Darroch recalled the action of his Illinois host 
in 1873 when it was mentioned that he was from Beaver 
Lake. ‘that night chairs were st=cked in front of the 
closed stairway door to prevent some Bees we calamity 
which misht he committed by such a doubtful guest. The 
activity of the local vigilantes finally drove out the 
lawbreakers.19 

Jt was coneluded in 1850 that "Beaver Lake, the 
Kankakee marshes and the Grand Frairie occupy so large

An important route of travel through the western 
counties was a road to Chicago to which a contemporary 
map? showed three approaches, joining at Parish's 
Grove. The most southern approach led northwestward 
from Yilliamsport, passed west of Rainsville, continued 
through Parish's Grove in Benton County, erossed the 
Pino USE tt Smo Montgomery °° on the Iroquois River 
and then was directed northward to Chicago. This might 
properly be called the "Chicago: Road" because in 1830 
the Indiana Legislature ordered the extension of the 
state road "from Indianapolis to Crawfordsville, so that 
jit shall ron to Williamsport in the county of Warren, 
from thence to the state line, in a direction to Chi- 


cago."

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The second or middle Aearan was by way of Kick- 
apoo Falls (just across the river from Attica in Fouwn- 
tain County), through Rainsville to join the Chicago 
Road at Parish's Grove. This was tne early Fotawatoni 
Trail to Chicago which probably connected with the Wild- 
erness Trail to Greenville, Ohio, used by Sandford Cox 
in 1824,°4 

One of the first families to settle in dasper 
County possibly used either the Shicago Road or the Pot- 
anatomi Trail in traveling to their new home. Joseph 
Yeoman and the Nowels who were natives of Kentucky had 
come to Portland in Fountain County after a sojourn in 
‘Ohio.

Hudbard to 
facilitate trading at his posts established forty to 
fitty miles apart. In 1855-1854, the Illinois General 
Assembly ordered a road from Vincennes to Vhicago which 
followed closely Hubbard's Trail. The path became so

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Ferries were established at Independence, Williamsport, 
Portland and probably at other towns as well. Bernard 
Pribble owned and operated a ferry at Portland from 
about 1828 until his death in 1839. His heirs contin- 
ued to carry on the work urtil a bridge at Covington 
diverted their WHERE oe Israel Canby was kept busy 
operating an old horse ferry at Williamsport. Travel 
was heavy at Independence, and the "weary, hungry-1look- 
ing settlers often had to wait their turn before they 
could cross." During the forties a bridge across the 
Wabash was planned at Independence, but the subscribers 
failed to respond and the project was dropped. 

The first settler to Warren County came to Inde- 
pendence about 1802, He was Zachariah Cicott, a French- 
Canadian, who conducted a successful trading business 
with the Potawatomi and Kickapoo tribes. He married a 
Potawatomi squaw and, after the Treaty of 1818, he was 
able to obtain control of a reservation granted to his 


son. In 1811 General Harrison selected CGicott as a

12.4 percent. Virginia and Kentucky contributed most 


of the number, but Maryland, North Carolina, Delaware, 


Tennessee and South Carolina were well represented. 


The District of Columbia, Georgia, Mississippi, Missouri, 


Arkansas and Alabama sent from one to three persons each. 


The Middle Atlantic group from Pennsylvania, New York 


and New Jersey made up 6.4 percent. Those from foreign 
lands contributed 1.2 percent. Several came from Ire- 
land, Germany and England; others were natives of Scot- 
land, Canada, Wales, France, Norway and Switzerland. 
Although only .5 percent of the population came from New 
imgland, each of the six states were represented. 

Benton County probably received its first settler 
about 1829. Thomas Timmons of Delaware and his wife 
from Maryland settled on the east fork of the Big Pine 
in the timber.?© In 1830 Thomas Atkinson, who herded 
cattle on the prairies of Benton Cownty and drove them to 
the Philadelphia market, traded a fifty-dollar horse for 
a squatter's claim to two. thousand acres. Soon after- 


wards he sold the claim for one hundred dollars. Eight-

teen years later, having decided that Benton County 
might be a good place to live after all, with his sons 
-he "bought nearly all the original two thousand with 
about twelve hundred additional in Warren and Benton 
counties. "7? 

In 1834 the Robertson brothers, Henry and Samuel, 
came on horseback to Parish's Grove from Kentucky Ail 
the next year they brought their father, a native of 
Virginia, to Indiana. Henry eventually became the owner 
of twenty-one hundred acres. the brothers were also 
interested in the governing of this new land. Samuel 
became a Justice of the Peace of Parish's Grove, and 
Henry, because of his activity in putting through the 
organization bill, has been called the Father of Benton 
County.4° on February 18, 1640, the organization bill.

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H. L. Ellsworth, who acquired sixty-five thousand 
acres in Benton Vounty between 1840 and 1851, had sent 
out earlier a book about the “Yabash Valley under the 
hand of his son. In the book he offered an attractive 
plan for a wnite-washed prairie cottage, and advised 
the "mlanting of vines and evergreens to twine around 
the pillars which support the porch." This building he 
considered preferable to the log cabin which was “often 
detrimental to the health and comfort of their inmates. "42 
Those investors whom Ellsworth attracted, however, were 
absentee proprietors who entered thousands of acres as 
Ellsworth did, and were largely responsible for the
